which PurpofS Notice ihall be given of it to them as 
foon as peflible. 

I]. In Confideration of the Recommendation of her 
Majefty the + mprefs, and of his Imperial Higiinefs 
the Great Duke of Kuffia, the States of the Kingdom 
of Sweden wil cenfent to elect and declare his Higin- 
nefs the Prince Adolph Friderick Adminiftraior of 
the Dutchy of Holitew, and bifhop of Lubeck, for 
Succeffar to the Crown of Sweden, as foomas it can 
be done af er the Arrival of the prefent Ad at Stock 
holm. bis Majetty and tie Crown of Sweden yield 
for ever and. perpetually to her Majetty the Emprefs 
of Rufia, and her Succeffors, the lrovince of Key- 
mene Gard, with all rhe Branches and Mou hs of the 
Kiver Keymene, otherwife cail’d Keltis, in fuch 
Manrer, that the whole Couniry and its Inhabitan-s 
on the Weft S de of itslaft Branch remain to Sweden, 
apd the Counuy fiiuated on the Eait and North 
Sides as far as the Frontiers of Tavaltahus and Savo- 
lax, remain to Ruflia.

Her Majelty the Lmprefs of Rutlia confents, 
as foon as it can be done, and immediaiely upon the 
Election above ftipulated having been actually effect- 
ed, as alfo the formaland perpetual Treaty of Peace 
being’ concluded and ratified, to reftore be ever to 
his Majefty and the Crown of Sweden, out of her 
prefent Poileffions in Finland, the following Pro- 
vinces, wiz. Oftroborhnia,. Biorneborg, Abo, the 
Iles of Aland, as alfo Tavattahus and Nylandia, 
with all their Dependencies. At the fame Time the 
Minifters Plenipotentiaries of Ruflia yield to Sweden, 
in hopes of irs being ratified by their Court, that 
Part of Carelia, which by the Treaty of Nyftadr 
falls to the Share of Sweden, as alfo the Pro- 
vince Of Savolax, excepting the Town and Fortrefs 
of Nyilor, with its Frontier, as ttipulated im the 
preceding Anuicle.

Circumiftances. 

The faid Treaty between Sweden and Ruffia fhall 
be finally concluded without Delay or Lofs of Time. 

There fhall be made two exact Copies of this Ad, 
the Ratifications of which fhall be c+ shang’d ina 
Fortnight, or fooner if poffible.
